News that officials from Hungary are | 
being honored by Hitler and are being | 
shown the secret military strength of the 
Nazi state is important, but to hint that 
this means the Magyars will soon make the 
Swastika their national emblem is defin- | 
itely premature. 

In 1932 a Nazi party actually was 
formed in Hungary. It was crushed by the | 
military rule of General Gombos in 1934 
when its members began parading in uni- 
form and started to organize a militia. 
Since then it has been limited to a furtive 
underground life. The present government, 
headed by Monsieur Imredy, former min- 
ister of finance and chairman of the na- 
tional bank, has carried on the same policy 
of watchful repression. If Germany intends 
to make Hungary go Nazi, it will have to 
make up for much lost time. 

But the report that Admiral Horthy 
saw Heligoland—a sight denied even to 


Mussolini, Hitler's close colleague in public 
crime—is significant. Italy was the first 
nation to be friendly with Hungary after 
the war. It gave Hungary access to the 
port of Fiume in 1927, signed an economic 
pact with her seven years later, and 
crowned this edifice by an alliance in 1936 
in the form of the noted Rome treaty. I 
Duce will have plenty to say—in private— | 
about Horthy’s flirtation with Hitler. 

This Admiral Horthy, by the way, is 
rather a quaint fellow. He is Regen 
kingdom without a king. In 1920 Horthy, 
once commander of the Hapsburg fleet, 
was named regent; a few months later 
ex-King Charles tried to sneak back to the 
throne. The ruse failed, but the admiral, 
with more than Irish luck, has clung ever 
since to his job of warming the royal chair 
for a king banned by state decree from 
ever returning to Hungary. 

The only fact worth noticing in 
Sweeping away of the military clauses of 
the Treaty of Trianon is that Czechosl 
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vakia has agreed to g Hungary full 
freedom to rearm. Rumania and Yugo- 
Slavia made the same decision July 30. Is 


it likely the Czechs would let Hungary in- 
crease its if the Magyars were to 
turn Nazi immediately? 

The Trianon Treaty was not sign 
until June 4, 1920, although the Treaty of 
Versailles was agreed to by Germany on 
June 28, 1919, and Austria assented to the 
treaty of St. Germain three months | 
The Communist regime of Bela Kun at 
Budapest had first to be crushed. The 
treaty stripped Hungary of two-thirds of 
its territory and two-thirds of its Hungar- 
ian population. 

So it is only an act of belated justice 
to temper the severity of that treaty by 
letting the Magyars re-arm. Besides, they 
have been doing just that secretly for two 
years. Tuesday’s agreement is no conces- 
sion to Hungary. It simply recognizes an 
accomplished fact.

Do Mr. Roosevelt's reforms, as his 
enemies insist, really subvert the institu- 
tions and ideals of the country? Most of 
the social legislation he has tried to pass 
has been in force in England since 1910. 
He has sought to curb monopoly. He has 
put big business on the defensive. He has 
increased social security. He has destroyed 
the myth that wealth means impunity to 


do wrong and fought unfalteringly to make 


a just opportunity the common possession 
of all the people. 

In 1912 Woodrow Wilson, Mr. Roose- 
velt’s political preceptor, said that the 
tyranny of business over the public life of 
the United States justified a revolution. 
By declaring war on that tyranny, Mr. 
Roosevelt prevents revolution, By fight- 
ing him, the shabby apostates of his party 
aid reaction, the eternal mother of revolt. 


Talking Out of Turn 

Premier Hepburn's letter to Premier 
King, in which he defies the prime minister 
to “concoct any squeeze play” that will 
abate his hostility to the development of 
the St. Lawrence for electric power and 
shipping facilities, breathes a spirit of 
rancour that has no place in the public life 
of Canada. 

To begin with, Premier Hepburn’s tir- 
ade came within 24 hours of President 
Roosevelt's gracious speech in praise of the 
good neighbor policy at Ivy Lea. A squalid 
emphasis on party squabbles seems a 
humiliating anti-climax after that cere- 
mony. 

Arguments based on private and con- 
fidential letters are always in bad taste.

government. Now Mr. Hepburn makes 
that communication the basis for a bitter 
attack upon the premier for a policy Mr. 
King has not yet announced. 

Let it be clearly understood, in the 
dispute about the St. Lawrence waterways 
that seems to loom ahead, that President 
Roosevelt in no way intervened in Cana- 
dian politics by bringing up this subject. 
The water route is really an international 
one. It concerns the United States as 
much as Canada. All the Executive did 
was advise Canadians not to allow a 
potent clique to grab the water resources 
of this dominion, they have already 
done in his own country. It was a timely, 
courageous and helpful warning for which 
most Canadians will be grateful.

LONDON, Eng.—(By Mail)—The London 
County Council has decided to apply to Parlia- 
ment for legislation which will enable it to levy 
a tax on land throughout its administrative area, 
which has a population of rather more than 
4,000,000 and which includes much of the most 
valuable land in the world. 

Singularly enough, from a 
Canadian point of view, there is 
no land tax, as such, in this 
country, What is taxed is the 
annual rental value of real 
property and the levy is paid, 
not by the Owner as owner, 
but by the occupant. 

Not that the owner escapes 
scot free. He must pay income 
3. B&. NORCROSS tax on the rent he receives, and 
to make sure that he does so the tenant deducts 
the amount from the rent he pays and sends it 
direct to the collector of taxes. If the occupant 
is also owner, the annual rental value is 
treated as part of his income and is taxed with 
the rest. 


k 


Be it observed, however, that these taxes are 
national, not local. Local taxation, called rates, 
is another matter. It, also, is levied on the basis 
of annual rental value and is paid by the occu- 
pant. 

Say, then, that a man owned his own home 
and that the assessed rental value is $200 a year, 
the Treasury will include the $200 in his income 
return. How much he pays will depend on his 
total taxable income after deductions, such as 
that allowed a married man or one with other 
dependents, have been made. If his total tax- 
able income is small enough he may pay no tax 
whatever to the Government. 

Rates, however, are levied without regard to 
income. The municipality divides the amount 
required for the year’s expenses by the total 


number of shillings in the pound to be levied. 
Th if the expenses amounted to £500,000 
and the rental values £1,000,000 the levy 
would be ten shillings in the pound, the equiv- 
alent of fifty cents in the dollar.
